Five Decades 
of Dedication

On Tuesday, March 2nd, 1937, 
Local 222 (of the UAW) was issued 
its charter, shown elsewhere in this 
issue. Five decades ago, some early 
pioneers, many 
of them not with 
us today, paid 
dearly for their 
intestinal for¬ 
titude. How 
many of these 
early pioneers 
lost their 
employment, 
their homes, and 
in some cases 
their families, in 
the pursuit of laying the foundation 
of the UAW, and subsequently the 
CAW in Canada? 

This City, its surrounding Com¬ 
munities, and the Country, have 


been made better because of 
Local 222. In the future, may it be 
remembered that while our chal¬ 
lenges are many and our personal 
rewards few, we will find that, in 
some small way, the way of life of 
our Sisters and Brothers and their 
families has been made better be¬ 
cause of this great idea, and dream, 
of a few early pioneers — five de¬ 
cades ago. 

Throughout these 50 years, our 
members have been represented at 
contract negotiations and now at 
compensation, arbitration and UIC 
hearings. We continue today, as in 
the past, to provide the services re¬ 
quired of us, by both the active and 
retired members of this Local. 

I would be remiss if I failed to in¬ 
clude the helpful and knowledgeable 
office and custodial staff of Local 
1136, who work at our hall. Our 
bookkeeper, Judy Vaillancourt and 


the following Clerk Typists, Carol 
Wannamaker, Shirley Powless, Liz 
Kloos, Dorothyanne Service and 
Penny Blears are the pleasant ladies 
who greet you at the wicket, answer 
the phones and offer directions when 
you visit, or phone the Union Hall. 
The custodians are Jim Campbell, 
Ron Moran and Paul Duffield who do 
a very commendable job of maintain¬ 
ing our hall. These people are a credit 
to our Union, and deserve your sup¬ 
port, whenever you phone or visit 
the hall.

CAW Family Auxiliary 

(50 Years of Success)

In April 1937, the International 
Union-CIO presented a Charter to 
Auxiliary No. 27 of Local 222. 
Throughout all of these 50 years the 
members have cherished this Char¬ 
ter and have worked together to up¬ 
hold the policies laid down by our 
parent body and to aid our Union at 
all times. 

The Charter members of our Au¬ 
xiliary were: Sisters Hilda 
McBregor, Gladys Harmer, Vera 
Maidman, Alice Patton, Anne Lin¬ 
ton, Muriel Jollow, Amelia Weeks, 
Nettie Yourth, Anne Jones, Lillian 
Weeks, Sabrina Swallow, Biola 
Davey, Sarah Burt and Violet 
Bea vis. 

Auxiliary 27 was the first Canadian 
Auxiliary and has always been the 
largest in North America. 

Past Presidents of our Auxiliary 
and the years they served are as fol¬ 
lows: 

Sister Gladys Harmer — 1937-38; 
Sister Patton — 1938-40; Sister Meg 
Henderson — 1940-41; Sister Hazel 
Farrow (McKenzie) — 1941-42; Sis¬ 
ter Mary Slater — 1942-54; Sister 
Mary Bright — 1954-55; Sister Mary 
Turner — 1955-56; Sister Alice 
Reardon — 1956-61; Sister Ethel 
Thomson — 1961-63; Sister Vi Pil- 
key — 1963-68; Sister Ilene Watts — 
1972-74; Sister Betty Love — 1974- 
75; Sister Phyllis Clarke — 1968-72, 
1976-82; Sister Jackie Finn — 1982-. 


One reason for being is to assist, in 
any way possible, our own Local 
222, any other CAW locals who are 
on strike and the trade union move¬ 
ment in general and whether it has 
been moral or financial support, Au¬ 
xiliary 27 has a record to be proud of. 

Another reason for being is to in¬ 
form the wives of our local about the 
history and the role of not only our 
own local, but the trade union labour 
movement as a whole. When a man 
goes on strike to win a fundamental 
right, if he has the support of his wife 
and family, it certainly gives him the 
incentive to see it through to the end. 

Our third reason for being is to 
serve our community and country. 
The many community projects we 
have been involved in, in the past 50 
years, not only assisted people in 
Oshawa, but have also been excel¬ 
lent public relations for the trade 
union movement. 

In the 1940s the Auxiliary was 
very active in war work. We sent 
cigarettes every two months to Local 
222 members serving in our armed 
forces, sent Christmas parcels over¬ 
seas, donated a fully equipped 
mobile canteen to the Red Cross, 
donated blood and worked at clinics. 

In 1943 the Auxiliary was received 
into affiliation with the Oshawa and 
District Labour Council. Sister 
Mable Mayne was elected President 
of the Council. We have had Sisters 
serving on the Executive Board and 
Sister Alice Reardon was to serve as 


Auxiliary delegate for 30 years. 

During the second half of the de¬ 
cade our Auxiliary participated in 
the “Roll Back Price” petitions. 
They protested the lifting of rent con¬ 
trols, price controls, the end of 
rationing of soups and fats, opposed 
high price of text books and asked 
that text books be free to all children 
attending schools. They supported 
and donated to many strike funds — 
Canadian Seamen, Auto Workers in 
Noranda Mines, Robson Leather 
Tannery Strike, ran the strike kitch¬ 
ens for Duplate strikers. 

During the 40s we sent delegates to 
the International Auxiliary Confer¬ 
ence and when a corresponding sec¬ 
retary was proposed for Canada in 
1942, our Sister Mable Mayne was 
elected and in 1943 she was made 
Director of Auxiliaries in Canada. In 
1947 Sister Ethel Thomson and our 
Auxiliary was honoured when she 
was elected to that post. In 1944 Sis¬ 
ter Thomson was asked to sing the 
Canadian National Anthem at the 
UAW Convention, which was one of 
Sister Thomson’s finest hours. 

Even through the 50s, 60s and 70s, 
our Auxiliary has continued their 
service to our community. We have 
also had our fun times such as 
Christmas parties, theatre outings, 
rummage sales, bazaars, fashion 
shows, card parties and banquets. 

We also sent out cards and flowers 
to our sick and bereaved members. 
We have been fortunate to have had 
sisters dedicated to work in our 
kitchen doing the catering, of which 
the bulk of our finances come. 

In 1980, at the UAW Convention 
at Annaheim, California, a resolu¬ 
tion was brought forth that from this 
time on the United Auto Workers 
Women’s Auxiliary would in the fu¬ 
ture be known as the UAW Family 
Auxiliaries and as of 1986 we are 
now called Canadian Auto Workers 
Family Auxiliary 27. 

We still keep quite involved with 
community affairs and we have given 
monetary assistance to Auberge — 
Home for Battered Wives and their 
families; Oshawa Deaf Centre; 
Christopher Robin Home; Cheshire 
Home; Oshawa General Hospital; 
Princess Margaret Hospital (Toron¬ 
to); and there are more, but I just 
wanted to highlight on a few. Also 
strike donations were given to Up¬ 
holsterers International Union, 
Local 50; British Coal Miners Strike; 
Eaton’s Strikers; Gainers at Edmon¬ 
ton, Alberta, at Christmas. 

The Auxiliary’s Bowling League, 
which is also 50 years old, has greatly 
added to.the fellowship we enjoy 
today. 

We realize the trend has changed 
somewhat in our way of living with 
so many women working, but we 
would be most interested in having 
the wives of Local 222 members,to 
join our ranks. 

We meet the first and third Tues¬ 
days of the month at the CAW Hall, 
44 Bond Street East, Oshawa.

Midway through 1986 a Commit¬ 
tee was formed to plan events to 
celebrate this half century mark.

Our ideas quickly formed into 
plans for a week-long celebration to 
start on March 2nd, the same day the 
Charter between Local 222 members 
and the International Union United 
Automobile Workers of America 
was signed back in 1937. These 
plans, not only had to give all mem¬ 
bers and retirees of Local 222 a 
chance to participate, but also the 
families. We then discussed the roll 
Local 222 has played since its begin¬ 


ning in, not only fighting for fair 
wages and working conditions for 
the membership, but the tremendous 
impact our local has had on Oshawa 
and the surrounding communities. It 
was then decided the best way to 
show just where we started and how 
far we have come was through an 
exhibition of photographs, news¬ 
paper clips, and historic mementos 
starting at 1937 to refresh everyone’s 
memories of just how far Local 222 
has come in 50 years. 

Since we have always maintained 
ourselves as a “Family Union”, a 
day was also set aside during these 
celebrations to bring the family 
(especially the children) to the Civic 
Auditorium to witness the con¬ 
tinuous entertainment of clowns, 
dancers, trampoline acts, etc., to cap 
off this 50th celebration week. 

During our planning of this 50th 
week, Local 222 was honoured by 
Oshawa City Council which proc¬ 
laimed the week of March 2nd, as 
“Local 222 Week” in the City of 
Oshawa for the “valuable service” 
provided to the citizens of Oshawa 
by Local 222. 

It has been a very busy few months 
for the 50th Committee, but an ex¬ 
tremely rewarding experience. 

On behalf of the 50th Committee, I 
wish all members, retirees, and 
families continued success and good 
fortune within Local 222.
